Taru 
your eyes to the historical heavens of 
one of the youngest of nations. Oar 
own, and mark our great men. How 
many aross from obscurity? Stars like 
Lincoln, Lo^an, Grant, and that first 
and brightest of all, Washington. Juat 
as there are periods when certain stars 
shine brighter than at other times, just 
as Venue is now doing in the western 
sky at eventide, BO thera ara periods 
(when these human stars arrest our 
thought more than at others,a The 22d of 
February ie Each a time. It brings be- 
fore as one of the first, and grandest 
stars that arose to brightec American 
sk'ea, Washington. Him I would have 
you consider, his character demauds it, 
gratitude demands it, and the hope of 
the nation demands it. Consider him 
that you may emulate him. The Temp- 
lars of Old Jerusalem did a noble thing 
in protecting the tomb of Christ. Hence 
we have oar Knights of the Temple, 
Pythias did a great thing in his friend- 
ship for Damon, hence we have our 
Knights of Pythias; so let us have in 
every American a knight of Washington. 


First, be a knight of Washington, be- 


cause that means to be a knight of the 
moat exalted and intense patriotism. 
The noblest and mightiest motive that 
can find lodgment in the heart of man 
or the spirit of God ie love. Wheu this 
joes out toward our fellow-man we call 
it philanthropy. And behold its work. 
When it goes out toward Ood we call it 
Christianity. And who ean measure its 
power? When it goes out toward our 
Muntry we call it patriotism. And what 
baa each love done? And first among 
the patriots of any land or age stands 
Washington. From the days when pa- 
triotism beld the passes of Thermopylea; 
irarned in the breasts of the Mteoabean 
brotherhood, or fired the spirit of Arnold 
Von Winkleried at Sempaob, down to 
the present, no truer o; more worthy 
patriotism has been seen than that of 
the man we honor tc-night. We must 
lave this patriotism if we expect to per- 
petuate this nation. As well expect to 
perpetuate a happy home without love 
as a nation without the same. It is not 
a mere knowledge of the nation we want, 
ant an intense love for it; it is not a 
mere knowledge of Christ that estab- 
ishea our oauee, but a love for him; so 
of our nation. Therefore let patriotism 
be intsutoftted. 1C Washington could be 
patriotic m his day, with so little knowl- 
edge of this land, what should we be? It 
one man can go in raptures over an 
acorn, wfcat should another do over un 
oak? Nothing is more needed at this very 
tour than good, old-fashioned patriotism. 
Enoutaate it by considering the grandeur 
of our domain. Here is a land of abont 
2 970,000 square miles. Enough to make 
13 Spain*, 31 Italys and 61 England*. 
Tbe two Dakotas will make six kingdoms 
lite Qraeoe, while Texas icould make five 
Eoglands. Would you put the oapitol 
building in the geographical center of our 
dominions? Then where will it go? In 
KMSBB? No. In the Pacific Ooean west 
of Ban Franoiaoo. For our western pos- 
sessions in the Aleutian island* am as 
tot to tbtt west ot Uut point as Msiira is 
to the east. Th» son never MteoD Amer- 
ican mil. Wtoattte ftsKsnnao of the 
Aleutian islm is rowing hi* way home at 
•WDtttette woodahoppar ot Mate* is 
tab* forth with the ran an 


Strange to say tbe son shines in the front 
door and the beok door of Uncle Bwals 
DOOM at the same time. What • popu- 
lation this will «»t*n>. Pat all our pop- 
ulation in Haw Mexico and it will not be 
as dense as Belgium. 
Pat them in 


the OakoMS and not as dense as in Eng- 
land to^ay. Pot them in Texas and 
they will not ba as crowded u «» peo- 
ple of Germany. Yes, you can take tbe 
whole population of the globe, divide it 
in families of five persons, and Texas will 
give each family room for a bouse and a 
halt acre lot and have 70,000,000 lots for 
tbe people of Mars, left. 
No wonder 


Oladstons said that we have the physical 
basis for the grandest nation on earth. 
Washington had no thought of this. Then 
consider the principles of our govern- 
ment. What is tbe ideal government? 
This question was ones asked at tbe 
court of Philander in Corinth. Six 
men made reply. Anaoharsis said "Where 
virtue is honored and vice detested." 
Bias said "Where the law has no super 
tor." Ohilo said "Where law is respeoted 
more than tbe orators." Cleoboltis said 
Where the subjects tear guilt more than 
punishment." Thales said "Where the 
citizens are neither too rich or too poor." 
But Solon gave tbe beet answer of all 
and in the prophesy of our own nation, 
for he said, "The ideal government is that 
where a wrong done to the lowest oitizan 
a an insult to the whole constitution." 


Ot what other nation is this so true as of 


our own? Then consider our history, 
the deeds of patriotism. Then consider 
that this nation stands as the teacher of 
the world in popular government. The 
old world may send us its bno-a-brao in 
the shape of lifeless statues and pictures 
rat we send back the lesson of a govern- 
ment by and for the people, iiet thaw 
things be taught in our schools. Let 
them be taught-, in the English language. 
bet the spirit of patriotism declare that 
there shall be no interference in this 
government by any foreign power politi- 
cal or ecclesiastical, Let the flag float 
!rom every school hones and be cons- 
stantly displayed in every church. 


Second, be Knights of Washington for 


that is to be a knight of patriotism that 
recognizes God as the hope of the nation. 
Learning alone is not, or Oreeoe would 
not have fallen; military power alone is 
cot, or Borne would still be enthroned on 
the Tiber. 
The Euphrates marches 


through a national cemetery of nations 
that knew not Ood. Ood gave us the 
principles of our government. He led 
our flag from the days of '76. Led it 
when cannon mingled with the roar of 
Niagara. Led it when it; swept the 
heights of Cerro Oordo and its stars 
shone on the walls of the Montezamas. 
Led it in the awful days of the sixties 
when its blessed folds shook between the 
ire o'er bead and blood beneatb, and 
uought it out of that four year's hurri- 
cane without tbe loss of a single star, 
even as he holdath the stars of the 
leavens in his hand while the tempest 
lasseth over. He alone can still lead 
his nation on. H0 can do it only through 
ibe patriotism of its people. All hail the 
lag and the men who defend it. They

THE DOOMED MINERS 


Herculean Efforts Being Made in 


Their Behalf, • 


SOT WITH SCARCE & HOPE OF SUCCESS 


rowing hearts the glad tidings of 


Impossible to Calculate the Time Re- 


quired to Reach the Imprisoned Men 


—A Brave ERort—The Cross- 


Heading! Clear. 


, Pa.,Feb. 18.—A visit to 


the soene ol the mine horror at Plym- 
outh to-day by the United Press re- 
porter disclosed the fact that there has 
been no cessation of effort on the part 
of the rescuers who are digging for the 
entombed men. Being Sunday, the 
vicinity was crowded. Thousands of 
people from nearly every mining town 
in the valley had come to take a look 
at the scene of the disaster. Many of 
them were miners employed in the va- 
rious collieries hereabouts, and the 
general opinion among the most expe- 
rienced was that the thirteen victims 
would never be rescued alive. 


A -wild hope was born in the breasts 


of the victims'* friends last night when 
word came that a supply of blankets 
had been ordered to the shaft, but it 
soon died out upon investigation. The 
order was given merely as a precau- 
tionary measure, in case the rescuers 
should come upon the doomed men un- 
expectedly. 


All to-day the rescuers worked cease- 


lessly, gang succeeded gang at regular 
intervals. The task is not only hard 
ind dangerous, 
but 
positively dis- 


couraging. 
No sooner do the men 


gain twenty feet or so, than the top 
settles down again, and they are com- 
wiled to retreat. In this way only a 
few feet at a'time can be gained and 
'ittle progress is apparent to the casual 
observer. 
The rescuing party have 


already had manv close calls: and the 
preiiction is freely made by old miners 
that more lives will be sacrificed be- 
fore the victims are reached. 


Although the air is filled with ru- 


mors of every description, the simple 
fact is that no one, not even the offi- 
cials, know when the men will be 
reached. 
The 
work of tunneling 


through the wall is of such a nature 
that no calculations can be made. If 
the rescuers were driving through 
solid coal and rock, the exact hour 
when thev would reach a certain point 
coold be easily ascertained, but with a 
mass of loose coal in front of them and 
a roof which threatens at any moment 
to crash down upon and bury them out 
9f sight forever, the men find it hard 
to foretell the result with aay degree of 
confidence.

•'thing awful, especially among the 
friends and relatives of the victims, 
many of whom have been at the mouth 
of the shaft from morning' till night,

Eosser, who has charge of the 
shift, is of the opinion that they will 
find the men very soon if they are in 
the place where they are supposed 
to be.

yond doubt dead, 'and he can see no 
chance vrhere they had any avenue of 
escape from the fall, which was 600 
yards in length.

Increasing- Popularity ot tha Treaty. 
Study of the Russian concessions in 


the treaty is increasing its popularity. 
This fact has been impressed upon the 
agrarians, and has tempered their bit- 
terness. They know that if they should 
defeat the treaty the government 
could and would now appeal to the 
country with a certainty of complete 
triumph in the great industrial cen- 
ters. The result of sueh a triumph

Tbe Breach Between the BlmetalHsta and 
tha Government. 


Last Wednesday's debate in the 


Prussian lower house has widened the 
breach between the bimetallists and

through the currency commission any- 
thing more than a few international 
reforms likely to increase the use of 
silver money. Even this hope may be 
vain, for the government declared re- 
cently in the Prussian upper house 
that no great increase of the silver 
circulation was possible. 
German Barbarity In the Cameroons 
Denounced. 


The Augusberger Aben-Zeitung- pub- 


lished on Friday several letters from 
the African explorer Kallenberg, who 
confirms the worst stories as to ill- 
treatment of negroes in the Cameroons. 
The' natives employed there in the 
official service, Kallenberer says, are 
lashed for the slightest offerees. In 
instances that came under his per- 
sonal observation black soldiers got 
200 strokes each, lost consciousness 
and were carried in a pitiable condi- 
tion to their huts. 


August Bebel, the social-democrat 


leader, made a powerful attack in the 
reichstag upon the administration in 
the Cameroons. He exhibited whips 
of rhinocerons hide which were used in 
punishing natives. 
Vice-Gov. Leist, 


>f the Camaroons, he said, had en- 
forced regulations that every native 
make a salaam whenever a German 
passed him. If sitting or reclining 
>rhen the German approached, the na- 
tive must spring to his feet in time to 
make the salute. 


Prince Von Arenberg told the com- 


mittee on colonial estimates that he 
lad decided to introduce a biU pimish- 
ng slave trading, and altering, in sev- 
eral other respects, the colonial ad- 
ministration which, he said, was a bad 
specimen of military and bureaucratic 
abuses. 
The Attacks on the German Oifioera De- 
precated. 


Chancellor von Caprivi deprecated 
he savage attacks upon the officials in 
.he Cameroons.'Judgment should be 
reserved, he said, until the accusations 
,gainst the officials should have been 
>roven or disproved by the government 
nquiry. The chancellor turned upon 
Jebel hotly and made a scorching re- 
view of his speech against the colonial 
administration. Both inside and out- 
side the reichstag tSe debate has ex- 
cited the deepest interest.

Mr. Hopkins asked what objections there 


were to aocepting the senate amendments. 


Mr. Wheeler replied that one wan that there 
was no machinery existing for such elections, 
and again he contended that congress hall no 
right to pass a law regulating elections for se- 
lections of county seats. 


Mr. Dunn asked Mr. Wheeler under what 


power congress undertook to regulate the loca- 
tion of railroad stations in the territory. 
Mr. Gear and several other members asked 


Mr. Wheeler various questions to which he re- 
sponded that the matter was a conspiracy by 
officers, directors and stockholders of a nil- 
road corporation to crash out 5.000 people who 
had gone Into the territory and invested their 
money in the town >>!'.'•-, fixed by the depart- 
ment ot the Interior ;'t the invitation of the 
government under .in a i of congress. 
The discussion drifted into a consideration 


of the corporation question, in which Mr. 
Wheeler declared to Mr. Gear and other re- 
publicans amid applause and laughter that 
the republican party was a corporation party 
and always found supporting corporations in 
their contests with the people 


Mr Wilson (dem ,Wash ) asked if It were not 


true that the senate which had made the ob- 
jectionable amendment to the bill against 
which Mr Wheeler is protesting was a demo- 
cratic body and its presiding officer, the vice- 
president, a domoerat. 


To this Mr. Wheeler replied that the amend- 


ment was advocated by republicans and put on 
by their votes. 


To a question by Mf. "Hall and Mr. Warner, 


Mr Wheeler stated that the amendment wan 
urged by a lobby of ten or a dozen lawyers, and 
said that It bad'been stated that the amendment 
had been put on for the purpose of killing the 
bill and enabling the railroads to win in their 
flKht against the people. 


Mr Simpson reviewed the history of the bill 


with which, he asserted, ho was familiar. He 
charged that it was really a contest between 
the government and the railroads. 
If the 


amendment shall be adopted, he said, the rail- 
road company will run In colored floaters, as 
they brought 7,000 Into his district in 1882 to 
defeat him and vote them in favor ot the rail- 
road towns as the county seats. 


Representative Clark aald the question was 
a very simple on. It was whether or not the 
government ot the United States had the dis- 
position and power to keep faith with 10.0M 
American citizens, or allow the Book Island 
Railroad Co and two or or three land compa- 
nies to make a pile of money by speculation.
